Who's going to teach 


our children? 


By Herbert and Dixie Yahraes 


If our schools continue to lose teachers at the present 


rate, there won't be enough new teachers to replace 


them— not to mention those needed to handle millions 


of new students who will enroll in years to come 


A man who taught “Problems in Democracy”’ 
in a small-town, New England public school quit 
a few months ago because he couldn’t see how to 
raise a family on less than a millhand’s wages. 

A girl who nad planned to teach in southern 
Maryland—in her home town, which needed 
her—took a job in Baltimore instead; she just 
couldn’t ignore the difference in pay. 

A Colorado teacher sent his wife and baby to 
live with relatives so he could finish the school 
year without running too heavily inte debt. 

A Pennsylvania teacher quit her profession for 
a job paying $60 a month more. It enabled her 
at least to pay off a 10-year-old loan—imade so 
she could go to college, so she could teach school. 

In New York State—where teachers’ salaries, 
by comparison with those in the rest of the coun- 
try, are excellent—a sixth-grade teacher quit for 
a factory hand’s job. He was throwing away four 
years of training, but was working four hours less 
a week for $1,000 more a year. 

‘These are some of the examples we ran into as 
we tried to find out why there is a shortage of 
teachers, what the shortage means to all of us as 
parents and Citizens, and what we can do about 
it. The National Education Association, or 
N.E.A., says that such cases could be duplicated 
in every state and in most communities. They 
illustrate the main reason why our schools have 
a dangerous lack of qualified people to teach. 


Five jobs per new teacher. Here is a measure 
of the shortage. Last June, some 32,000 young 
teachers got out of college. But in September 
our elementary schools needed almost twice that 
many just to replace teachers who had left the 
service during the last year. They should have 
had another 10,000 to relieve the crowded con- 
ditions carried over from the previous year, and 
20,000 to take care of the increase in this year’s 
enrollment. Furthermore, they needed 70,000 
to replace poorly prepared teachers hired in 
former years because there wasn’t enough money 
to hire anyone better. In sum, by September 


there were five times as many spots to fill as there 
were qualified candidates. 

These figures come from the N.E.A. National 
Commission on Teacher Education and Profes- 
sional Standards. Every year through at least 
1956, the total elementary-school enrollment is 
expected to be bigger by 1,200,000 pupils. Yet if 
schools continue to lose teachers at the present 
rate, there won't be nearly enough new qualified 
teachers for replacements—let alone to take care 
of increased enrollments. 


Classes too large. Right now, primary teach- 
ers in many communities are facing 50 or 55 
youngsters—and even the superior teacher who 
tries to serve that number is likely to be defeated. 
Right now, we parents are entrusting several 
millions of children to teachers who are so poorly 
prepared that they constitute what one authority 
bluntly calls ‘tan educational menace.” 

Schools are not closing down for lack of per- 
sons willing to accept a teacher's salary, whether 
or not they can meet a teacher’s requirements. 
“I don’t know of a class that isn’t, as we say, 
covered,” a superintendent of schools told us. 
‘Every child has a teacher—-of some sort.’’ He 
added ironically: ‘‘And if they don’t happen to 
be good teachers—well, the kids don’t die.” 

No, the kids don’t die. But they may never 
make the most of their natural gifts. Given poor 
teachers, they will be poor risks for a satisfying 
personal life in a complex world; they will also 
be poor risks to keep democracy strong. 

Earl J. McGrath, United States commissioner 
of education, says, ““The recruitment and train- 
ing of an adequate teaching staff is no less im- 
perative as a defense measure than the recruit- 
ment and training of young men for the armed 
forces.”

Beat the experts 


You can be an expert quickly with the aid of this new 
method of propagating cuttings, which was developed 
at Michigan State College. 

You'll need a strip of the new, specially treated 
plastic film containing a rooting hormone, fertilizer, 
and a fungicide. Lay the film flat on a table, and 
cover with dampened sphagnum moss. Lay cuttings, 
such as English ivy, philodendron, wandering Jew, or 
begonia, on this film. Double it up to form a plastic 
trough, with the cuttings sticking out. Bend the film 
around so the trough becomes a round package with 
the cuttings on the top. 

Put this round package on your window sill, and 
you can usually forget about further watering until 
the cuttings root. Then plant the individual cuttings, 
moss and all, and they'll grow without setback. 


Europe wants our redwoods 


~Once well established, redwood trees seem to be able to 

survive considerable cold. And reports from Germany 

tell of attempts to establish these California giants 
abroad-—to replace forests lost in World War II. 

The trick? Enclose the entire tree in an overcoat— 

a cage or box filled with dry oak leaves or similar in- 

sulation——for the first two or three winters. A water- 
tight tarpaulin or tar paper keeps out moisture. 


Leal hopper hops Atlantic 


A dangerous immigrant from Europe has hopped the 
ocean. European leaf hoppers have landed in British 
Columbia, according to a report from Dr. Herbert H. 
Ross of the Illinois Natural History Survey. 

A close relative of the European leaf hopper is the 
leaf hopper native to the United States that spreads 
the phloem necrosis disease of elms. 

There is no known carrier to the spread of the new 
arrival from Europe throughout Canada and _ the 
United States. And any alien insect invader of this 
type may develop new virulence in a new home, at- 
tack some tree or shrub host that had been pest-free. 


News on old pots 


Recent tests have brought this to light: The age of 
flowerpots has a lot to do with plant growth. New pots 
definitely retard the growth of plants put in them. But 
give plants in new pots an extra feeding with a high- 
nitrogen fertilizer, and they'll grow well.

More seedless grapes 

= 2 I tasted some superb grapes at the New York State 
Agricultural Station at Geneva last fall, including two 
seedless varieties, Himrod and Romulus. 

These are both white grapes, greenish-yellow like 
Thompson Seedless. Both are out of that variety, 
will grow where temperatures do not drop lower than 
15 below zero, and where Concords will ripen. 

Have more pears 
You may get fruit with a single Bartlett pear tree. But 
your tree will give only a fraction of the fruit it would 
\ if another variety were available as pollinator. 

Recent work at the Davis Station of the University 
of California shows that the Bartlett pear will produce 
parthenocarpic pears (self-fertilizing asexual fruits) 
from about 25 percent of its blooms. Plant a pear of 
another variety to get more fruit from the first. 

Fly reduces borer damage 
4 . Good news. There was a big reduction—as high as 60 
. percent—in corn-borer injury during the 1951 and 
1952 growing seasons. The only subsiantial increase in 
borer population in 1951 was in northern Maine. 

‘ z The U.S.D.A. gives the Lydella fly credit. Depart- 
ment entomologists imported this insect enemy of the 
borer from Europe. The Lydella fly did not propagate 
freely in Maine, which may account for the lack of 
borer reduction there. Some authorities, notably Dr. 
H. M. Harris, Iowa State entomologist, are convinced 
that parasitic control was not a major factor in the 
decrease in the number of borers. 

In any case, we should not relax ordinary control 
measures, but can perhaps look for a future where 
borer damage will not be a serious factor.

Color is built right into some of the new synthetic fab- 
rics. Even before the molasses-like ““goop” is drawn out 
into minute fibers, it is colored, much the same way you 
tint taffy before pulling it. The resulting fabric is abso- 
lutely fadeproof, ideal for light-defying things like cur- 
tains and lampshades 

Colored stains on wood furniture are surprisingly 
ebony black. But they are 
stains, not enamel, so the wood grain and texture glow 


bright: clear green, brick red, 


through. Or, in more conservative wood tones, something 
interesting is happening. The traditional Eighteenth Cen- 
tury designs (which often used to be dark mahogany or 
walnut) are now being shown in lighter fruit wood and 
honey tones; and the Contemporary styles (which used 
to be bleached blonde) tend toward richer, darker hues. 
And you as a homemaker benefit, for it means that 
there’s less slavish matching of wood in a room; it makes 
it easier to add new pieces. 


Metal is being used in many ways: In the form of silvery 
aluminum crystals, it coats one side of a fabric used to 
Jine traverse draperies. Thus it insulates the room against 
extremes of hot and cold outside-——good idea for big win- 
dows! Metal also gives permanent, nontarnishing sparkle 
to upholstery and drapery materials, even to carpets. 

Metal is popular for furniture. Often it’s combined 
with wood, glass, marble, or plastic. Sometimes it’s an 
economy, for an iron rod can be bent to form a chair arm 
more easily than several pieces of wood can be machined 
and joined together. 

But sometimes metal is used for beauty. There’s the 
golden glitter of brass legs on a walnut table, or heavy 
brass bands and hardware against mahogany. Real silver 
plates the latches and heavy hinges of some fabulous 
Mexican pieces; silvery brushed aluminum tips the legs of 
some more moderately priced Contemporary designs. 
Aluminum, decorated with designs similar to the punched 
tin beloved by antique collectors, serves as panels toaccent 
a cherry cabinet. 


Glass fibers used for furniture. The fibers are blended 
with plastic, then all pressed together in a mold to form 
the seat, back, and arms of a chair. Somewhat the same 
principle as reinforcing concrete with iron rods, but in- 
finitely more cozy and comfortable. The color is built in 
here, also. 


The tweedy look in carpets. Those blended, soil-con- 
cealing patterns are increasing, sometimes wool, some- 
times cotton or rayons.

Chis doesn’t mean that you work out a floor plan and 
give it to your architect, asking him to polish it up for you 
and put it into a form your contractor can follow.

Then in- 
stead of trying to restore them, tear 
them apart and use the lumber for 
home projects. 


A: a farm auction, for two bucks, 
I once bought a junky, nondescript 
bedstead that kept me in choice 
walnut for Five dollars 
bought two old drop-leaf iables, 
too far gone to be any good as such 

but they vielded a small fortune 
in aged, warm-toned cherry. 

The other day I offered four dol- 
lars—and bought a dejected-look- 
ing library table with an inch- 
thick mahogany top measuring 
nearly 3x6 feet. 

Some of the stuff you'll find will 
be near-antique—not old enough 
or good enough in design to be 
worth much. Some will be worth- 
less because restoration would be 
impossible; but you aren't going to 
restore them anyway, you're just 
going to salvage the materials 
Some old pieces will be plain, or- 
dinary, secondhand furniture with 
good wood in it. 

Another tip for finding rare 
woods cheap is this: Stop in at little 
sawmills when trips. 
Sometimes a sawyer with a soul 
will set aside particularly beautiful 
cuts. A small mill in western’ New 
York once turned out to be a ‘‘gold 
mine’ containing a fortune in 
rough-dimensioned, curly maple. 
There, too, was one black-cherry 
plank, 3 inches thick, 30 inches 
wide, and over 20 feet long.

If an obsolete building code is boost- 


ing cost of building a home in your 


town, you can do something about it 


By Ruth L. Ratny 


Wha makes your building costs 


so high? 

Materials, to be sure. Labor 
costs, for another thing. But there’s 
still another reason: Bad municipal 
building codes. 

Building codes are laws or ordi- 
nances intended to protect your 
safety, health, and welfare. Good 
building codes make it easier to 
build the home you want. Bad 
codes stunt the growth of the town 
they are supposed to protect 

If you ever plan to build a home, 
you should be actively concerned 
with your building code. Many 
local building codes pad out cen- 
struction costs by 5 to 20 percent 

[he remedy can he only with 
private group action in your com- 
munity. You and your neighbors, 
working through your chamber of 
commerce, your local manufac- 
turers’ association, or a privately 
financed city research bureau, can 
get your building codes over- 
hauled, if they need it, and brought 
up to date if they are antiquated 

It will take work, but thought, 
organization, and legwork may 
save you enough in building costs 
to furnish your new home from 
the roof to the basement floor. 


What's wrong with 
present codes? 

There are two kinds of building 
codes performance codes and 
specifications codes. Many of the 
codes in 2,200 American cities and 
towns are specifications codes. 
They tell in intricate detail how 
much and what kind of materials 
a building must use, the material!s 
to be used for a specific purpose, 
the precise manner of their use 

Many of today’s codes of that 
type are as antiquated as high-but- 
ton shoes. In the good old days, 
the 2x4 upright was the bony 
structure of most frame houses 
These uprights were spaced at 16- 
inch intervals. Today, hundreds of 
codes demand that same frame- 
work for contemporary houses 

But with thinner, lighter, and 
stronger walls, 2x4s needn't be 
closer together than 40 inches for 
sufficient safety and strength. The 
difference of 24 inches shows up as 
a dollar sign on your lumber bill, 
as a quite unnecessary expense 

Besides having gray whiskers, 
many building codes are round- 
shouldered with detail. In Chi- 
cago, a 1913 code still in existence 
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calls for 11-inch laths, nailed with 
a threepenny fine, 16-gauge nail, 
with all wood laths to be covered 
with two coats of paint 

You may want to build your 
new house of plastic, aluminum, 
wallboard, or lightweight steel, 
but because of the outmoded spec- 
ifications code in your community, 
you might have to settle for brick, 
plaster, or a set weight of cast-iron

Veo couldn’t build an alumi- 
num house in one large Rocky 
Mountain city because the wall 
thickness does not meet old-fash- 
ioned specifications. Manufactur- 
ers of prefabricated Kitchen, bath- 
room, and heating units have 
faced grave difficulties because 
they do not meet the exact speci- 
fications of certain community 
codes The performance ol thei 
products, however, does meet na- 
tionally accepted standards 

Specifications codes lack uni- 
formity. A St. Louis architect has 
to be on speaking terms with s7x 
diflerent building codes if he’s to 
operate successfully. 

The individual requirements of 
various communities — seriously 
handicap the development of a 
national market for building sup- 
plies and equipment. Otherwise 
you'd discover that mass produc- 
tion and distribution would result 
more quickly in better products at 
lower prices 

Code form and its administra- 
tion are as close as coffee and 
cream. Faults in one breed faults in 
another. If your town’s building 
codes are inflexible, obsolete, 
garbled, and overlapping, your 
building-code administration is 
apt to be ineflective. Many codes 
are so tangled it’s impossible to en- 
force them. Without legally rec- 
ognized standards to work with, 
the building inspector faces a pe- 
culiar problem. 

If he tries to apply his code to a 
I,” he runs into trouble and in- 
consistencies. If he tries to use 
reason, he might be acting beyond 
his autherity and opening himself 
to charges of favoritism. To an- 
other inspector, the typical build- 
ing codes give him a gilt-edged 
invitation to walk into lucrative 
and unscrupulous deals. In many 
cases, the building administration 
is understaffed and underpaid

Here’s how poor building en- 
forcement can cost the builder 
money: Even after the time-con- 
suming permit is obtained, there’s 
no guarantee the plans match the 
code. If, during construction, the 
building inspector finds certain 
features violate the code, he can 
have the work stopped and 
changed, Usually inspections are 
infrequently made. 

Violation of the code is a mis- 
demeanor with a severe penalty. 
secause work stoppage cuts prog- 
ress and increases cost, threat is 
usually enough to make the builder 
see it the inspector’s way. 


llow a performance code 
lowers cost 


\ performance code, on the 
other hand, tells the use of mate- 
rials, methods of construction, and 
generally accepted standards that 
must be met to protect your safety, 
health, and welfare. 

Performance codes regulate the 
materials and methods 
according to generally accepted 
standards of performance. The 
standards are based upon and 
measured by tests developed by 
recognized agencies of industry, 
insurance, government, and ac-

credited technical and _ testing 
laboratories. 
ae independent —organiza- 


tions, working for the good ef the 
entire community, are in favor of 
modernizing building codes and 
secing that they are, soundly en- 
forced. Because it’s clear-cut, a 
performance code is easier to ad- 
minister and enforce effectively. 
New materials and modern meth- 
ods are more easily adopted. Obso- 
lete methods and unnecessary 
amounts, quality, and types of 
material are eliminated. 

Model codes, developed — by 
associations of building and tech- 
nical officials, are suggested for 
adoption by the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. 
These model codes would be used 
by all 48 states. Of course, they’d 
be tailored to fit each individual 
community. 

The national Chamber also feels 
that it’s easier to adopt new codes 
by reference. This means that 
communities need not publish a 
lengthy code in its entirety, but 
only the reference to the new 
standard or code 

Model codes give people a 
to buy, sell, or use any 
material, appliance, or system of 
construction that meets uniform 
standards of performance. The 
result is a free competitive system 
to bring down building-materials

If your local code needs a new 
look, let an expert tell you how 
much revision is necessary. Here 
are some hints to help you decide 
whether your code is a museum 
piece 

1. If your code is older than 5 
years, make sure it is not obsolete. 
It might be, even in that short time. 

2. If your local code is a mess to 
follow because of poor original 
drafting or excessive amendments, 
it needs revising. 

3. If your code has hundreds of 
tiny specifications and instructions, 
it’s sure to need overhauling. 

4. If your code is loaded with 
outdated standards, then don’t 
waste another minute! 

Prospective home-builders, and 
local organizations, can begin the 
chore of overhauling antiquated 
building codes. What you can do 
is this 

1. Get everyone legitimately 
interested in code revision into 
action now. 

2. Don’t let public interest lag 
once it’s started. The work is long 
and grueting. Don’t allow special 
interests to get control of your 
group either. Individual organiza- 
tions keep better track of what 
happens in public hearings. 

3. Get local architects, builders, 
engineers, the local building in- 
spector to talk to your group. 

4. Get your newspaper interested 
in the project. One Midwestern 
city reported that publicity was 
invaluable in getting their new 
cede accepted. 

5. Get other groups to work with 
you; then form a citizens’ com- 
mittee. Shape the initial program. 
Perhaps City Hall agrees that your 
local code needs a face lifting and 
will appoint a code committee. 
rhe citizens’ committee can keep 
an eye on the city-appointed group. 


’ 

(te modernizing is complicat- 
ed, tedious, and technical. And 
expensive. When your code com- 
mittee works awhile, it will prob- 
ably conduct preliminary investi- 
gations before tackling the big job 
of code overhauling. It may also 
examine model codes carefully. 
Make sure that your code commit- 
tee doesn’t just copy a code from 
another city or town, or you’re apt 
to find old faults repeated. Once 
the revised code is completed, the 
next step involves its adoption, 

In another Midwestern city, the 
building commission developed 
the new code with expert assist- 
ance. The safety director then 
checked it for fire hazards, and the 
board of public service reviewed it 
for health and similar provisions. 
Following their approval, public 
hearinzs were held where inter- 
ested groups could protest its pro- 
visions and suggest alternate ones. 

Remember these four points 
when your town starts revising old 
building codes: (1) Municipal 
building codes should use any 
material or method that meets 
minimum standards of perform- 
ance required by your community. 
2) Keep your code up to date by 
reviewing it from time to time. (3) 
Adopt nationally recognized build- 
ing codes and standards by refer- 
ence. (4) Legal remedies should be 
provided for people aggrieved by 
the code or its administrations.

the Shibes were ready for the architect. The thorough- 
ness of their work is quickly evident in the design devel- 
oped by Architect Schutt. His keen interpretation of 
the numerous preplanning ideas, coupled with the re- 
quirements of the site, enabled him to achieve unusual 
co-ordination of all the factors contributing to a finished 
product. He has captured the efficiency, flexibility, and 
decorative interest characteristic of houses much larger 
in size. You'll notice in the pictures the strict attention 
to detail, an imaginative use of materials, and a careful 
blend of natural and man-made textures. 


The plan co-ordinates landscape, house, color, and 
materials into a unified whole. As a result, here is a home 
that is as much fun to live in as it is a pride and pleasure 
to own. The Shibes really feel that the house is theirs— 
because it fits them, and they fit it. 

In performance, the house runs as smoothly as a fine 
watch. The plan divides simply into three distinct sec- 
tions, each with its specific function. They are: living 
area, service area, and rest area. The living room serves 
as a buffer between the other two, with major traflic 
carried by a wide central hall arrangement just inside 
the front entryway.

W.. been married two years, have two little boys, 


and we're planning to continue having babies until we 
have a family of at least five. 

Our first step toward our large family provoked many 
a look of surprise from older acquaintances. We knew 
what they were thinking: 

“Too bad you’re being saddled with a child right 
away!” 

**Adjustment to married life is hard enough without a 
baby to worry about. Not to mention the money. . . .” 

“Frankly, I’m not sure I'd want to have a child right 
now, with the world’in the mess it is... .” 

“What do your folks say?” 

This type of comment, we noted, was not made by 
couples our age. On the contrary, among most of our 
friends, babies are accepted as an integral part of mar- 
riage. Among 17 couples who have been married within 
the last three years, 11 couples have children and 3 are 
expecting their second child. All with whom we have 
discussed this matter intend to raise more than one or two 
children. This is in line with national trends. 

The depression and prewar situation of many of our 
parents, where more than one or two children seemed im- 
possible to support, no longer exists as a widespread state 
of affairs.

What we young 
couples have to say can be criticized as unrealistic, youth- 
fully optimistic, and impractical, but we believe the fol- 
lowing points prove the advantages of a large family. 


First, children are one of the permanent, genuine 


pleasures of life. 


Our children are young, and we feel we have an un- 
matched opportunity in watching them learn to manage 
their muscles in eating, walking, and playing; to speak 
and express ideas; to learn the subtleties of humor, hu- 
man relationships, and parent psychology. A parent can’t 
help but reflect some of the joy of an uninhibited, delight- 
ful, and delighted baby. 

Older children provide stimulating companions in 
both recreational and intellectual activities. They are 
ego-builders, for as imitators, questioners, and confiders, 
they give their parents a feeling of worth often not avail-

Screws. Left to right: Flathead bright, flathead brass, roundhead 
biue, roundhead brass, roundhead nickel, ovalhead nickel. 

Flatheads and ovalheads are countersunk or drawn into softwood, 
or are used with countersunk metal parts such as hinges. Roundheads 
hold metal parts not countersunk. Flatheads are the usual choice 
when screws are sunk below wood’s surface and plugged. 





Mending plates. Stronger than the wood itself, easy to use, eco- 
nomical, and mighty handy are these “mending plates,” which are 
more useful in initial assembly than in mending. 

The range of sizes will meet any need; the basic shapes (left to 
right) are right angle for corners, straight for edge joints, flat angle 
for butt joints on the flat of the wood, and T-shaped for butt joints 
on the edge of the wood. 





Corner braces. Corners are every body's problem. It’s hard to make 
them square, still harder to make them strong. You'll find a variety 
of corner braces at your hardware store.

Here’s how to handle disappointments

V. were picketed in our own living room the day before 


Easter. The crayon-printed sign, taped to a ruler, read “‘UN- 
FIAR TO CHILDREN!” Our 8-year-old son carried it on 
behalf of his sister, who had not been permitted to go to the 
movies after attending two parties that day. 

She, meantime, sat at the head of the stairs and bewailed 
her fate in having hard, unfeeling, old-fashioned, mean par- 
ents who were afraid somebody might have a good time. She 
had counted on seeing the movie and was disappointed. 

We might have foreseen and forestalled this disappoint- 
ment. We had assumed that a 2-to-4 party goes on until 6, 
and that, having been to another party from 11 to 1, and 
having Easter celebrations at church and at home the next 
day, our daughter would feel she was getting enough excite- 
ment for one weekend. But we ought to have made it clear, 
when the second invitation came, that we expected her to 
give up the movie. 

As it was, we had to plead considerations of health, safety, 
and the family dinner hour with a young lady who did not 
want to consider anything but horse-borne heroism. Her re- 
fusal to see reason in our arguments was partly a conscious 
and willful one. She knew in her heart that, once she con- 
ceded a single point, her last hope of persuading us was gone. 

We were sympathetic over the disappointment, gave her 
our side of it briefly and clearly, pointed out that her friends 
would tell her the story, that she'd see the star in other pic- 
tures, and that this one might come back. Then we let her 
talk it out. 

It wasn’t pleasant, but it was comparatively easy. Other 
things to do eventually attracted her. Before dinner, a friend 
did drop in and tell her the plot. In the end, tomorrow’s joys 
blotted out today’s griefs. Her resentment had been ex- 
pressed and was gone. It was a small, noisy disappointment, 
and it passed, like many another.

Give sympathy freely. In ad- 
olescence, a disappointment in a 
friend is often sudden and often 
heartbreaking.

\ big disappointment can be too 
overwhelming for easy expression. 
Silence is not necessarily a sign that 
he’s taking it lightly or that it 
didn’t mean much to him after all. 
Che disappointed child exists in a 
state of dumb misery; emotion has 
taken a deep dive and we must 
wait until it breaks the surface 
again. Until then, we can be silent 
partners, showing him that we're 
with him and hoping that the time 
to talk it out will come soon and 
bring relief. And the reaction to a 
severe disappointment, even more 
than a lighter one, can show up in 
disguise, even assuming the form 
of physical illness. 

Parents sometimes use disap- 
pointment as a form of punishment. 
A friend told me how she was kept 
away froma play she longed to see. 
“I'd read the book and dreamed of 
the play for months. I'd counted 
the hours tll that matinee. I can’t 
remember now what I did that was 
so bad, but I can never forget how 
desolated I felt.” 

Was it worth it? I doubt it. A 
small disappointment may be a 
means of discipline on rare oc- 
casions. A big one is foo big. It cuts 
too deep. It misses the fault it is 
meant to correct and leaves a 
wound that’s hard to heal.

for their fine, natural beauty and 
warmth. Use rugs in small seating 
areas where you want special com- 
fort and quiet; small rugs can be 
washed or sent out to the cleaners, 
and since they’re not in the main 
line of traffic, they will need less 
vacuuming. Remember, too, that 
wall-to-wall carpeting in the more 
forma! areas saves you the job of 
dusting around the edges that you 
would have with ordinary room- 
sized rugs. 


Walls. The new, natural-wood 
finishes, alkyd resin enamels with a 
high sealing quality, latex-base 
paints, coated wallpapers, coated 
fabrics, ceramic tiles, plastic tiles, 
baked-enamel metal tiles, and glass 
walls are all especially easy to 
maintain. Valuable in remodeling 
are prefinished wall-paneling mate- 
rials and the various canvas-type 
wall coverings. 


Woodwork. Finishes on base- 
boards, window frames, window 
sashes, and doorframes must be 
selected with care. For easiest up- 
keep, use spar varnish over natural 
wood, rubbed down or overcoated 
to reduce gloss (or one of the new, 
extra-durable finishes).If you want 
woodwork to match or contrast 
with your walls, select an enamel 
prepared for use on woodwork. On 
window sills, you can get added 
protection by using glass or vinyl 
covering. 


Furniture. Until you've lived with 
the new, stainproof table tops, you 
can’t imagine how much work they 
save. Today’s wood finishes are 
better than ever. For exceptional 
wear, vitreous enamel and hard 
marble tend to resist hot pans, al- 
cohol rings, and cigarette burns. 
Other types equally resistant to 
staining are laminated plastic, ce- 
ramic tile, stainless steel, soapstone, 
and slate. For extra protection, 
consider putting glass over sur- 
faces that are exposed to moisture. 


Upholstery. Really practical up- 
holstery saves you fussy work with 
spot removers—as well as the cross 
words, arguments, and admoni- 
tions to your family that grow out 
of less-practical fabrics. Vinyl- 
coated or leather upholstery are 
worksavers. But where you want 
something softer, stick to dark- 
colored, practical fabrics which 
can be removed (slipcovers ) or 
synthetic woven fabrics, like you 
find on automobile seats. If you 
don’t have slipcovers, wood arms 
are more practical than uphol- 
stered ones on much-used pieces. 
Spillproof coverings on dining 
chairs are more practical than soft 
upholstery. 


Lamps. Adequate lighting adds 
comfort and convenience. By using 
lamps that hang from the ceiling 
or built-in ceiling lights, you can 
save some dusting and avoid a 
tangle of lamp cords. As another 
idea, use pin-up lamps where you 
can. When you choose table and 
floor lamps, look for simple design 









and you will eliminate another 
dustcatcher. 


Casters. The right kind of casters, 
rollers, or glides on each piece of 
furniture is another time- and 
troublesaver you can’t appreciate 
until you’ve tried. They're ab- 
solutely necessary on beds. But 
you'll find that if all furniture 
moves easily, it takes the tough 
work out of vacuuming and re- 
arranging a room. Get lock-down 
casters for units on hard flooring 
where unexpected movement is 
dangerous.

Bee quality paint applied properly will 


give you a job to be proud of for years. But 
if the paint is not applied under proper con- 
ditions, you're going to be disappointed. 

Many failures are foregone conclusions be- 
cause of poor painting conditions. As one ex- 
ample, never paint outdoors in damp or frosty 
weather. At least three days of dry weather 
should precede a paint job. Paint only when 
the temperature is above 50 degrees. Watch 
weather forecasts for your vicinity to deter- 
mine the best time for you to start.

Remove all loose paint. A 
good-size paint scraper will 
do much better job of remov- 
ing sealing paint than ordi 
nary household tools, such as 
the usual putty knife. 

Good scrapers are made 
with a sharp, beveled edge 
that leaves a slanting edge on 
the paint still firmly in place. 





Primer coat. In every case 
where the paint has been com- 
pletely removed, touch up 
with primer coat to provide a 
base for the new coat. 
Retouching should cover an 
area at least a board wider 
than the bare spot covers. 





Rust spots. Nailheads may 
rust to penetrate the finish 
coat and mar its looks. 
Remove rust thoroughly 
with fine steel wool and touch 
up with primer coat before 
you put on final paint coat.

S 
significant findings concerning the health 
and development of your children are dis- 


cussed and debated at the annual meeting of 


the American Academy of Pediatrics. In 
February, 1952, Better Homes ©@ Gardens 
brought you a report on such a session. Be- 
cause of your great interest in that report, 
here is another on new developments of spe- 
cial interest, compiled at the most recent na- 
tional meeting of your children’s doctors. 


Hearing aids for 2-year-olds! Hearing, vision, 
and speech are our first means of communica- 
tion. Hearing is the very first. The eye keeps 
us in touch with 180 degrees of our world (the 
area from right to left which our vision takes 
in). Hearing keeps us in touch with our total 
environment. 

A child with slight deafness is sometimes 
misunderstood. If he does not hear well, he 
may be considered slightly stupid. Also, his 
speech difficulties mnay be interpreted as due 
to stubbornness or inattention. 

The degree of hearing of sounds may be 
tested with the audiometer. Some children 
hear the lower registers but less and less in 
the higher registers. Hence they live in a bass 
rumble. An auto horn sounds like their fa- 
ther’s “hello”; music to them is all bass (and 
no treble). All voices sound much alike to 
them—-merely a series of grunts and groans 

If hearing is impaired enough to interfere 
with development of speech and communica- 
tion, the doctor needs to know the cause of the 
physical impairment, how the child gets along 
with others, and how much he is able to hear 
and talk. 

Many children who are not totally deaf are 
functionally deaf because they have not had 
the opportunity to use what hearing they have. 

It takes two years of hearing language to be 
able to speak well. This is true of unimpaired 
as well as impaired children. And the best 
place for hearing is at home. 

Between 18 and 30 months of age is the best 
time to start training a child with a hearing 


defect. Never in the rest of his life does a child 
need speech and hearing as much as between 
2 and 5. 

Even children with profound hearing loss 
can benefit to some degree from an amplifier. 
They make best adjustment to wearing a hear- 
ing aid between 2 and 3. The grave error is 
waiting too long, until, say, between the ages 
of 5 and 8, when they have passed their best 
language-learning stage. 

The parents’ understanding and guidance is 
most important, as the child’s progress will be 
in direct proportion to his parents’ coopera- 
tion. The parent must teach clearer speech in 
the minute-to-minute, day-to-day situations. 


Children have ulcers, too! Though it has been 
considered rare, peptic ulcer in childhood is 
actually a frequent occurrence. The possibil- 
ity of it should be considered in pain and vom- 
iting that recur time after time. 

Forty-five children were included in the 
study reported at the meeting; the youngest 
was 14 months and the eldest 11 years. Their 
symptoms were recurrent abdominal pain 
with vomiting. Pain occurred frequently dur- 
ing the night and often woke the child from 
sleep. Some had distress in the mornings on 
arising. Sometimes the pain was relieved by 
meals. A child often screamed and doubled 
up. Some experienced relief after vomiting. 

Treatment of the ulcer is by diet, with or 
without medication. 

The children are characterized as tense, 
bright, very successful. They usually try to 
hide their emotions. Parents referred to these 
children as being ‘‘nervous,”’ or inclined to 
“keep things to themselves.”’ Some of the chil- 
dren have suffered abdominal hurts preced- 
ing the onset of symptoms. 

There are indications that emotional and 
environmental factors are involved. Ulcer in 
childhood may not be different from ulcer in 
adults. Many adults with ulcers often trace 
their symptoms back to childhood.

The cocker spaniel 

Cockers are natives of Spain, 
from which they derive part of 
their name. They are gay, lively 
pets, personable companions, and 
possess an unshakable quality of 
devotion. They are rarely street 
roamers. 

The cocker’s coat is soft and 
silky, and its small size is an ad- 
vantage when the dog travels in an 
automobile 

The cocker is a man’s dog when 
the occasion arises. Thé@ breed’s 
first reputation was made as a 
hunter of the field as far back as 
1380. It has been developed into a 
capable gun dog that quarters its 
ground, flushes its game, and re- 
trieves its birds in an entirely satis- 
factory style and with efficiency. 


The beagle hound 

The beagle gets little publicity, 
but he crowds the cocker spaniel 
for top honors in the number of 
registrations each year in the 
American Kennel Club. 

Beagles are owned by millions 
of hare-hunting enthusiasts all over 
the world. The dogs take part in 
“field trials’ or specialty bench 
shows, at which other breeds are 
off limits, to fll in time between 
hunting seasons. 

Beagles had their origin in Eng- 
land several hundred years ago. 
About 1850, several beagle packs 
were introduced here by American 
sportsmen and quickly won favor 
as superlative field performers. 

The beagle’s chief stock in trade 
is an uncanny ability to track 
rabbit and drive it back to the 
hunter 

Any owner of a_ beagle field 
champion will vow that his dog is 
the most beautiful in the world. 
Many of these dogs have been sold 
for $5,000 or more. 

Beagles are not used exclusively 
for sport. You can never write off 
this fine breed as a popular house 
pet.

‘To clear space when painting walls, move furniture into center of room and — important as his brush, and wipe off any bare wall. Start “in the wet” and work 
cover with dropeloth paper. Moving the drops around the room as you — smears on the wall surface. If youdon’t, — from wet edge to dry area. Fresh paint 
work will usually give your floors and furniture the protection they need — work will later show lap marks. softens that on wall, prevents lap marks. 
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While washing, tackle any plasier patching that 
needs doing. Washing dampens edges of patches, 
which is desirable, and doing these jobs at the 
same time eliminates lots of scaffold moving. 

If yours is dry-wall construction, carry a ham- 


mer to drive nails that have loosened. 





Always paint in strips across narrow dimension of 


your room ~ keeping strips small enough so that you 
can move from wall to wall and get back to start the 
next strip before the paint begins to set. 

Where ceiling is unbroken between rooms, finish in 


one sweep. Lower and replace fixtures as you move. 





Begin at upper corner of wall and cut along the 
ceiling several feet. Then move down corner, 
filling in the triangular area between as you 
steadily progress toward far lower corner. 

This method keeps essential “wet edge,” means 
less time climbing on and off scaffold. 
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On walls broken by doors and windows, always start 
in a small area and work out to broader expanses. 
This way you won't face problem of having to “aim” 
your painting toward some small target. 

Level off “cutting” with brush held edgewise. 
End with lifting stroke away from woodwork. 


Whenever possible, paint toward light. Glare helps 
you see where you've been — often difficult when the 
new color is like the old. To reduce fatigue, try paint 
ing left-handed part of the time 

Keep paint container behind as you move along 


scaffold 


and you won't be kicking it over.

3 Now swing door wide open and 
paint frame. Do each part of the 
frame individually —first the face, 
then the casing and doorstop, Next, 
you'll repeat on other side of door.

Short cuts to extra-early 
home-srown vegetables 


= are some tricks that will help you feed 
your family better at lower cost with home- 
grown vegetables during the early spring. 
That’s the time when vegetables are high- 
priced. Earlier vegetables save you money 
because you don’t have to buy shipped-in 
produce when prices are at their peak. In 
addition, early vegetables will increase the 
yield from your garden. 

Risk early seeding of tender vegetables with 
the nine pointers given here, and your family 
will enjoy good eating with the minimum 
strain on your pocketbook. 


1, Early garden needs planning 


For the earliest crops, advance ordering 
and planning are important. You must have 
the seeds, fertilizers, and other materials pur- 
chased, and your site selected, so you'll be 
ready to go whenever the weather breaks. 

When you order, keep in mind that you 
want to make succession plantings all summer 
long. This is the way to enjoy young, succu- 
lent vegetables instead of overgrown stuff 
from old plants all seeded at the same time. 

Succession planting simply means that you 
keep planting small rows all summer long in- 
stead of putting in everything at once. The 
part of the garden you don’t seed immediately 
can be kept cultivated and weeded far easier 
than the planted rows. You don’t feed and 
water unwanted plants simply because you 
happen to have seeded them early. 

In the end, succession planting means bet- 
ter food, less work, and lower cost. 


2. Planting schedules 


In states along the Canadian border, five 
plantings are possible. Farther south in the 
Cornbelt, this can be increased to six, while 
down in the Gulf States real gardeners sneak 
in a planting every month of the year. 

Beets, carrots, sweet corn, cucumbers, let- 
tuce, radishes, spinach, summer squash, 
turnips, and tomatoes repay your efforts in 
making succession plantings. 

Conditions vary so greatly that exact direc- 
tions for succession plants are not possible. See 
your local county agricultural agent or write 
to your state agricultural college for directions 
for your area, 


3. Early varieties 


While the use of early varieties is almost a 
*‘must,”’ this can be overdone. Too many gar-

deners buy only a single variety and depend 
on it for the full season’s crop. Most early 
varieties (particularly tomatoes) stop bearing 
soon after they ripen their first fruits. 

Half a dozen plants of early tomatoes should 
be enough. Depend on a main-crop variety to 
carry you through the summer. 

Don’t throw away the unused seed of your 
early variety, however. Save it for a second 
direct seeding about the first of July. If tomato 
blight should destroy your main crop, these 
late-seeded plants will probably be spared. 

The following are the earliest varieties in 
their respective classes: 

Beans: Contender (round pod), Bountiful 

(flat pod) 

Beets: Improved Early Egyptian 

Green broccoli: De Cicco 

Cabbage: Jersey Queen, Golden Acre

fruits) 

Lettuce: All leaf lettuces are early 

Peas: Alaska, Premium Gem 

Pepper: Patrick Henry 

Summer squash: Caserta, Prolific 

Straightneck 
Turnips: Early White Milan 
Tomatoes: Early Chatham, Bounty, 
Earliana 


4, Seed treatment aids growth 


The trick of treating seed with fungicides to 
prevent rotting pays big dividends. A 25-cent 
packet of some standard seed-treatment mate- 
rial can double yields of many home garden 
crops. Treated seedlings are usually stronger, 
send roots deeper to draw on reserves of soil 
moisture, and produce bigger crops. These 
huskier plants come into full production 
sooner, too. 


5. Dark soils warm up quicker 


An important fact to remember is that 
dark soils warm up quicker than lighter soils. 
They absorb the sun’s heat better. That both 
warms and dries them. Hence dark soils are 
ready to work earlier in spring. 

You can darken your soil by adding organic 
matter to it. Since the compost heap is the 
best and cheapest source of organic matter 
for the home gardener, it’s not too early to 
think about starting one.

Extra-early home-grown vegetables 


handful of any good mixed garden 
fertilizer to every bushel of vege- 
table matter. (The fertilizer feeds 
the bacteria—which are really 
plants—just as it feeds higher 
plants, thus helping to speed up 
final decomposition.) 


6. Risk early seedings 


Don’t be afraid to risk early seed- 
ings of relatively tender vegetables. 
Don’t plant the whole seed packet, 
but do try about one-third of it 
before you feel safe from late frosts. 

Last spring, to test this idea, I 
planted four varieties of snap beans 
on April 23, three weeks ahead of 
the recommended date for northern 
Illinois. I treated these with a seed- 
treatment dust to prevent the root 
rots that often destroy seedlings in 
cold, wet soils. 

Although the soil actually froze 
over the seeds twice after planting, 
they grew normally and produced 
full crops nearly two weeks ahead 
of those sown at the conventional 
“frost-free” date. During those two 
weeks the beans I ate were worth 
35 cents a pound at local stores. 
The price dropped to 20 cents 
when the regular crop came in. 


7. Don’t depend on transplants 
alone 


Don’t rely too much on trans- 
planted tomato seedlings to speed 
up early crops. The saving is usual- 
ly unimportant. Last May, I set 
out 50 of the best transplants I’ve 
ever had. I used a transplanting 
solution when setting, and they took 
hold without wilting a leaf. 

They produced their first fruits 
on July 28, nearly a week ahead of 
my neighbor’s plants. But two 
weeks before I set out these trans- 
plants, I direct-seeded some of the 
same variety. After that a light frost 
occurred, These plants bore their 
first fruits on July 30. 

Six weeks of fussing with seed- 
lings for transplanting had meant 
a net gain of only two days. 

If you do use transplants, be sure 
to use one of the special transplant- 
ing solutions sold by most good 
seedsmen. These help the plants 
recover faster, grow sooner, and 
produce earlier crops.

8. Feed early 

Even on rich soils full of organic 
matter, early feedings with quickly 
available chemical forms of plant 
food will pay., Sprinkle a lite 
chemical plant food along the rows 
when seedlings show their second or 
third true leaves, and they will 
grow faster. 

Natural nitrogen in soils doesn’t 
become available to plants until 
the weather is warmer and bacteria 
are active. But chemical plant 
foods don’t need bacteria to make 
them available to plants. Perhaps 
the greatest single increase in pro- 
duction from the home garden 
comes from what should be a basic 
step in gardening—the use of plant 
foods. 

Even rich soils do not contain 
all the plant foods vegetables need 
for quick, early growth. It pays to 
apply about 2% to 3 pounds of a 
complete chemical garden plant 
food to every 10x10-foot ‘area of 
your garden. This should be a min- 
eral or chemical plant food. De- 
pend on your compost heap to sup- 
ply the organic matter your garden 
needs. But give your plants quick 
lunches of chemicals that go into 
solution quickly. Organic and 
chemical foods supplement each 
other. 


9, Fruit-set hormones increase 
early yield 

Another trick worth knowing is 
the use of fruit-setting hormones 
to produce earlier beans, toma- 
toes, peppers, and eggplants. These 
chemicals pay dividends. Commer- 
cial growers use them regularly to 
increase yields. 

In cold, damp weather, these four 
crops will shed their first flower 
buds. If fruit-set hormones are not 
used, this shedding of the buds sets 
back production of pods or fruits 
until a new crop can be formed. At 
least two weeks can be saved in late 
springs by the use of these hormone 
sprays, which are sold by most 
seedsmen. 

Start your garden early like this, 
and you'll realize that a garden not 
only saves money—it enables you 
and your family to eat the very 
best foods at the very lowest prices.

Some door and window locks give 


little protection, others a lot. 


Here’s how to check your security 


By Charles W. Kimball 


, a residence burglar is a sneak burglar. He robs 
with minimum equipment, sometimes only a jackknife. 
Then, if he is picked up, he'll have no incriminating 
burglar tools in his pockets. 

He banks heavily on your leaving the front door barred 
by an expensive cylinder lock, the back door feebly pro- 
tected with a cheap, one-tumbler lock. 

Or if you have installed less-vulnerable protection on

Insecure spring latches. If your 
front door opens inward and is 
secured with a spring latch, an in- 
truder will need only a screwdriver 
and knife to open it. 

By prying up the exterior stop 
slightly with a screwdriver, and by 
wiggling the beveled side of the 
latch bolt into its case with a knife 
blade, the sneak thief can swing the 
door open, 





What you can do. A jamb with a 
rabbeted stop that can’t be pried 
up would complicate the thief’s 
maneuvers. But he might work a 
flexible material around the door-

stop and slide back the beveled side 
of the latch bolt (left). For best 
protection of a spring latch, drive 
a thin plate of steel into the jamb 
(right); you can buy such a shield 
at many locksmith shops. Then, if 
a thief pries up the stop, he'll find 
the latch is still shielded. To allow 
door to close, you may have to cut 
a mortise in the stop for shield. 
To prevent manipulation around 
the stop, cement a 2-inch length of 
sponge-rubber _weatherstripping, 
1¢ to 14 inch thick, to the metal 
shield. When you close the door, 
rubber will be compressed, but 
won't keep door from latching. 


Dead bolts. By pushing a button 
(arrow) in a lock like this, you im- 
mobilize outside knob so it can’t 
unlatch door. But this won't stop 
manipulation of latch bolt as de- 
scribed above. The only way to 
make sure lock is secure is to use 
the dead bolt at the top. 

Dead bolts have no bevel. You 
operate them from the inside with 
a thumb-turn, and from outside 
by turning the key in a direction 
opposite to that used to unlatch 
the door. For best protection, dead- 
lock your front door at night and 
whenever you leave home for an 
extended stay. 
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J those sneak burglars? 


the back door, perhaps you have left a window open for 
ventilation. It’s the work of a moment for him to slash 
the screen quietly, unfasten hooks, and enter via the win- 
dow. Even a second-story window tempts the sneak thief, 
especially one over a garage or porch roof. 

If you would be secure against such intrusion, ask your- 
self these questions: Can the front door be dead-locked? 
Are the side and back doors secure? Can the windows be 
properly fastened? 

If you can’t answer “‘yes”’ to all three, you’d best check 
your locks and bolts, latches and hinges. By inspecting 
the fixtures on your doors and windows, and comparing 
them with the drawings below, you'll find how safe your 
home is from the prowler and sneak thief. And you'll 
learn ways to make your home more secure. 








Are your side and back doors secure? 


Bit-key locks. Some builders fit 
front doors with expensive cylinder 
locks and equip back and side 
doors with simple bit-key locks 
(right). ‘These are designed for in- 
terior doors; their security rating is 
zero. Locking this type and leav- 
ing the key in the door won't foil in- 
truders. With the simplest of lock 
picks, a thief can turn the key. 


What you can do. You need auxil- 
iary protection for a bit-key lock. 
Below are several ways to get it.

But you'll have to remember 
to lock it with a turn of the key. 
Locks and latches of the tubu- 
lar type are better looking than 
those of the surface-mounted rim 
type; patterns for boring the holes 
make them easy to install.

Will your locks foil sneak burglars? 


Three-tumbler bit-key lock. You 
will find the backset (distance 
from the front of a lock tothe center 
of its keyhole), spacing, and case 
size of all the lever-tumbler locks 
operated with a bit key are stand- 
ardized. Hence, you can exchange 
an insecure one-tumbler lock (page 
329) for a new three-tumbier 
model. You'll need to make littl 
or no change in the ddor’s mortise. 

Superficially, the locks will look 
the same. But the three-tumbler 
model will give you only a little 
less security than that provided by 
an auxiliary latch. 

The three-tumbler bit-kev lock 
will not have the auxiliary latch’s 
convenient spring latch bolt, how- 
ever. And the bit key, with its 
longer shank, won’t fit into your 
key case so conveniently. 


Keyhole lock. Did you know it is 
possible to lock a lock? That is ex- 
actly what you do when you use 
keyhole locks——also called keyhole 
plugs or French keys. 

You simply lock the device in the 
kevhole of an ordinary single- 
tumbler bit-key lock (page 329), 
using a special milled key. Then it 
becomes impossible for an intruder 
either to pick the lock or to open it 
with a skeleton key. 

Most locksmiths carry a stock of 
these keyhole locks, which are oper-

ated on the multiple-tumbler prin- 
ciple. The extra lock can be operat- 
ed from either side of the door with 
the milled key. Hence, you will find 
the device handy to use when you 
are traveling and want to increase 
the security of an old lock on a 
hotel-room door. 

The sketches above show how 
the keyhole lock is operated. 


Other ways to reinforce insecure locks 


Hand-operated bolts. The bolts 
sketched (right) are less convenient 
than the auxiliary key-operated 
locks previously described. Their 
one big disadvantage—they open 
from the inside only. You can’t 
lock or unlock them from the out- 
side, But they are inexpensive, and 
you can’t misplace them as you 
might misplace a keyhole lock. 

All three types sketched provide 
equal security. They differ only in 
appearance. The mortised bolt is 
least prominent. The half-round 
surface bolt looks neater than the 
boldly projecting barrel bolt. All 
three come in various lengths to fit 
a variety of doors. 


Door chains. When properly in- 
stalled as auxiliaries to locks, door 
chains give good protection. To 
prevent an intruder from reaching 
in and unfastening the chain, at- 
tach the chain so that when you 
first insert it in the plate’s slot, the 
door will be either closed or open 
no more than one inch. 

Chains are designed to enable a 
housewile to open the door a few 
inches to talk with peddlers, with- 
out the risk of having the door 
forced open wide enough to admit 
an unwelcome caller. 

Standard lengths of plates are 
four and six inches. If your door 
has a narrow stile, you can attach 
the plate diagonally,

Many rock formations make up Gar- 
den of the Gods, Colorado Springs. 
Ilere is the famous Balanced Rock 


you want to spend all your time in 
just a short section of the trip as 
we suggest it, then consider this 
entire itinerary as a huge figure 
eight lying diagonally across the 
state of Colorado. The upper loop 
will be in the northeast corner, and 
the lower segment inthe southwest 
corner. Ten full days could easily 
be spent in either portion, or you 
could “do” it all just hitting the 
high (no pun intended) spots. 

The upper loop—502 miles 
includes Denver, Colorado Springs, 
Canon City, Salida (this is where 
the upper and lower loops inter- 
sect), Leadville, Dowd, Empire, 
Granby, Rocky Mountain Nation- 
al Park, Estes Park, Boulder, and 
back to Denver. 

The lower loop—446 miles 
includes Durango, Silverton, Ou- 
ray, Montrose, Gunnison, Salida, 
Saguache, Del Norte, Pagosa 
Springs, and back to Durango. 

Since we came from the south- 
west, we began the tour at Duran- 
go; but if you enter the loop from 
any other direction, the overnight 
stops indicated will be the same 
and the trip just as spectacular. 


First day ~ Durango to Gun- 
nison, 175 miles, U.S. 550, 50 


Durango is a friendly town and 
you might want to stay awhile, 
especially if you like rodeos, and 
arrive during their Spanish Trails 
Fiesta somewhere around the first 
week in August. 

If you hit town ready to eat, you 
might try the popular Chief Diner. 
[his place—made from one of the 
original railroad cars that rolled 
along the narrow gauge to Silver- 
ton--is a good one for breakfast, 
lunch, or a full-course dinner. 

Now, if you’d like to wet a line, 
there is trout fishing in the Animas 
River flowing right through town, 
and in the nearby streams-—the 
Florida, Hermosa, and Los Pinos. 
If you prefer lake fishing, try the 
Haviland and Vallecito reservoirs. 

Perhaps you'd like to take a day 
for a sight-seeing trip up the Ani- 
mas River Gorge; if so, the Silver- 
ton Special is for you. This quaint

narrow-gauge train winds up can- 
yons of breath-taking scenery to 
Silverton, 50 miles north. 

If you just want to continue your 
planned trip by car, however, you 
will find Silverton on your route. 

Along this oil-surfaced and grad- 
ed highway out of Durango, you'll 
begin seeing guest ranches. For 
around $80 per person—two to a 
cabin—you can live the ranch life 
for a week, eating three whopping, 
big squares a day and riding horse- 
back in the biggest back yard you 
have ever seen. 


I; $80 seems a bit steep to you, 
there are other guest ranches with 
lower rates. The Columbine Guest 
Ranch is one of these, where the 
average family can stop for a week. 
You can eat in the cafe, or cook in 
light-housekeeping cabins. There’s 
fishing water nearby, both stream 
and lake. If you’re an active, capa- 
ble person, you can take a horse for 
a look at wilder country. 

On the road again, that 50 miles 
to Silverton will have you stopping 
every now and then. Take a cam- 
era and film to record these scenes. 
You'll never regret it because this 
stretch between Durango and Sil- 
verton has lush vegetation and 
timber-line-topping peaks. You'll 
be over the ridge and _ starting 
down the slope to the little mining 
town nestled in the small valley 
before you realize it. This area is 
cften called the Little Switzerland 
of America. 

But this Silverton! Originally an 
old mining town, it was as western 
and swashbuckling as a hard-rock 
miner who had just won a single- 
jack drilling contest. Age has tamed 
and mellowed it, but it still retains 
its individuality, and its people are 
easy to meet and interesting. One 
of them, Bob Banta, runs the Red 
Mountain Lodge on the edge of 
town where you can get nice ac- 
commodations for from $5 to $10. 


la 

The Earl Vances run the storied 
Grand Imperial Hotel. This fa- 
mous hostelry, renovated only last 
year, is out of the glorious, rip- 
roaring past of one of Colorado’s 
most colorful mining towns. Yet it 
is luxurious and as modern as to- 
morrow. You may want to stay 
overnight. It will cost vou from $4 
for a double up to $36 for four. 

If you’d care to extend your va- 
cation and go western in a big 
wavy, Bob Banta or Earl Vance can 
arrange a pack trip over the moun- 
tain to one of the many hidden 
trout lakes or ghost towns, or help 
you plan for a fall hunting trip for 
elk, bear, and deer. Should you like 
skiing, remember, Silverton is a 
winter-sports center, 

Even if you can’t tarry long, you 
can still sneak in a little fishing or 
do a mite of probing around old 
ghost towns nearby. Inquire local- 
ly, or do as we did, just take a road 
leading out of town. We went north 
to Gladstone, taking a half hour to 
watch a working mine with its 
aerial ore lift, and time enough to 
wander around a little in an aban- 
doned mining town and wonder 
what secrets of the past were decay- 
ing with the weathered buildings. 
Then, back to Silverton. 

Now, brace yourself for Red 
Mountain pass—and before vou

cross Powderhorn Creek, and after 
42 miles of travel over some excit- 
ing high country, you'll get into 
Lake City. Forty-four miles more 
will take you over Slumgullion 
Pass (11,361 feet high) into Creede, 
famous for trout-rearing ponds. 
It is in this area that you'll really 
want your camping gear and your 
fishing equipment. You'll surely 
want to take one of the dozens of 
side roads that lead along tumbling 
trout streams on their way to the 
Gunnison. There are public camp- 
grounds to be found up these little 
side roads, and you have a chance 
of seeing all kinds of game in here: 
deer, possibly elk, sage hen, and 
chuck—mountain marmot—pert 
little animals about the size of a 
tomcat, that inspect you with 
beady, black eyes as you drive by. 


Second day — Gunnison to 
Frisco or Dillon, about 185 
miles, U.S. 50, 285, 24, 6 


Getting an early start is a tip we 
give you for use every day, because 
when you travel in Colorado there 
are half a hundred places you'll 
want to stop: going up Monarch 
Pass, for example, pause to look 
back at the valley through which 
the Gunnison flows, and again at 
the top——11,312 feet up. 

This ridge of mountains you 
cross is the Continental Divide, 
the ridgepole of America. Streams 
which you saw on the approach 
from Gunnison flow into the Pa- 
cific Ocean. Those creeks you see 
as vou descend run into the At- 
lantic Ocean. 

From the top of Monarch Pass, 


looking down on the east side of 


the Divide, you'll see some small 
lakes far below. These are beaver 
ponds in the lower end of a U. S, 
Forest Service campground. Here 
is a wonderful place to camp for 
several days or to eat your lunch. 
There is fishing for trout in the 
streams and ponds. 

On the east slope of Monarch 
Pass, your road, U.S. 50 running 
east and west, intersects with U.S. 
285 running north and south. 
Here you turn left, or north, for 
Buena Vista 

Colorado’s — sleeping 
would never recognize this village, 
dozing too, under the towering 
shade trees. It was once the wild- 
est, shoot-’em-up town in the state. 
If luck’s with you, Mrs. Josie For- 
man will be in the Tourist Infor- 
mation Center, which also serves 
as the town’s library. 

It was she who gave us the tip, 
and we give it to you—be sure to 
visit the Healy House when you 
reach Leadville. This historic min- 
ing town is way up there—10,200 
feet. Mount Elbert, Colorado’s 
highest peak at 14,431 feet, is to 
the west as you drive into the town. 

You'll have a queer other-world 
feeling as you follow the quick 
steps of charming Mrs. Marion 
Smith, resident curator, through 
the ornately furnished rooms of the 
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pioneers

Healy House, one of the finest 
homes in Leadville at the turn of 
the century. 

Chere are dozens of side trips out 
of Leadville you might take. It’s a 
60-mile drive to Aspen, famous 
winter sports and summer culture 
center. There are short jaunts to 
some of the most famous mines of 
Colorado’s roaring past: Little 
Pittsburgh and the Matchless, 
which Horace Tabor owned. 

If you’re running in luck as you 
go on, you'll hit the 10,242-foot 
high Tennessee Pass, leading north 
out of Leadville, in good weather. 
Not that you have to worry about 
it if it should be bad; we just hope 
you ll enjoy the beautiful vistas we 
did. 

Off to the left, while driving 
down the Eagle River, you can see 
the famed Mount of the Holy Cross 

its sacred emblem inlaid in snow 
on the mountain height. The 
frothy, hurrying mountain stream 
in the deep gorge on your left is 
another sight to attract you. 

You'll be struck with the inge- 
nuity of man, too, when you think 
how difficult it was to build such a 
fine road through such rugged 
country, and when you see the 
colorful roofs of the new little town 
of Gilman clinging to the side of 
Battle Mountain. 

At Dowd, take the right-hand 
turn for the ascent to Vail Pass, 
10,803 feet. The climb is made so 
gently you'll never notice it, ex- 
cept for the fact that you'll have 
to shift into second gear occasion- 
ally. Again you'll be impressed 
with Colorado’s wonderful high- 
ways—three lanes up the steeper 
slopes, two for up traffic, one for 
down. The far right of the two 
going up is for the slower travelers. 

As you descend from Vail Pass, 
along Ten Mile Creek, you'll be 
approaching your second over- 
night stopping place, at either 
Frisco or Dillon, which are close 
neighbors. Frisco is a small settle- 
ment made up of new motels, 
rustic and semimodern, where for 
$6 and up you can stay overnight 
and have facilities to cook your 
own dinner and breakfast. There 
are cafes, too. Dillon has similar 
accommodations. 


Third day — Frisco or Dillon to 
Estes Park, 111 miles, U. S. 6, 
1, 34 


About 10 miles out of Frisco and 
Dillon, you'll cross the second high- 
est pass of the trip. The wind that 
sweeps the summit of Loveland 
Pass is chilled by ever-present 
glac iers, so when you step out of 
your car you'll find some people 
first-timers—shivering in shorts and 
thin shirts. Others with more ex- 
perience, or better advised, are 
bundled up in fall and winter 
clothing. 

As you start the descent of the 
north slope, you'll see signs warn- 
ing skiers not to go beyond because 
of avalanche areas. That will an-

Five miles north of Georgetown,

The summit of Berthoud Pass is 
marked with a lodge and cafe 
where you'll find plenty to do for

The towns of Fraser and Granby 
are next. Both of these towns are 
the center of fishing and hunting 
areas. Nearby are dude ranches, ot 
more good places for you to camp. 
Rates on the ranches vary, mostly 
from $70 per week, for a person 
who wants to go western” in 
comfort and style 

You'll begin seeing numerous 
lakes: Grand Lake, Granby Reser- 
voir, Monarch, where boating and 
fishing are prime sports and big 
business. Many auto courts, too, if 
you want to stay 

If not, the road soon takes you to 
the west entrance of Rocky Moun- 
tain National Park—another name 
for an unforgettable adventure. 
The seasonal permit to operate a 
vehicle within the park is $1. For 
this small sum you can camp, pic- 
nic, fish in the lakes and streams, 
enjoy the museums and free illus- 
trated lectures on the area. If you 
want to do it in the first person, 
there are conducted tours, even 
mountain climbs. You can camp in 
any one of six campgrounds with 
space available to first-comers 


O.. you can find accommoda- 
tions at numerous dude ranches 
and resorts within the park—with 
prices running the scale from mod- 
erate to high 

There is a weekly schedule of 
services offered by the park serv- 
ice. These sheets of information 
can be obtained wherever tour- 
ists congregate. You'll find some- 
thing of interest to do, see, or hear 
at almost any hour of the day, and 
most of it costs you nothing

One run you surely must make 
in your car is the Trail Ridge 
Drive which takes you up to 12,183 
feet—the highest mountain pass 
in Colorado; well above timber- 
line. Glaciers are below you, and 
at times you'll be ‘“‘marooned”’ on 
a mountaintop island in a sea of 
clouds 

If your car is in good shape, and 
you feel like adventuring, take the 
Fall River Road. It’s a one-way 
trip—up! But worth the going 

During your stay, you can buy 
groceries at the villages in and 
around the park. You can even 
have your mail sent: General De- 
livery, Estes Park or Grand Lake, 
Colorado 

Here are a few tips for visitors 
to the park: If you bring pets, you 
must keep them on leash; if you 
bring a house trailer, your car 
must be in tiptop shape for the 
grades are stiff. Some of the roads 
leading into campgrounds are nar- 
row. No electric facilities are avail- 
able. If you aren't in good physical 
trim, do not take the long hikes. 
Remember, you’re at an altitude 
above 7,000 feet 

Estes Park, actually a village, at 
the east entrance, is often confused 
with the Rocky Mountain Nation- 
al Park. The town was named after 
Joel Estes who settled the mountain 
park in 1860. It is one of the state’s 
most popular tourist resorts. You'll 
find more to do than you can find 
time for: fishing, hiking, horseback 
riding, mountain climbing, danc- 
ing, and winter sports 

An exceptionally interesting and 
scenic side trip can be made 
through Big Thompson Canyon, 
too, which is near Estes Park, 

Our schedule called for stopping 
overnight in Boulder, but since we 
had found so many interesting and 
worthwhile attractions in Rocky 
Mountain Park and its environs we 
took a cabin at the Thompson Riv- 
er entrance. We found these Clitf- 
side Cottages plain but exceedingly 
clean, at $4.50 for the three of us, 
and Holland Inn, just across the 
road, served a delicious and un- 
usually well-prepared and -served 
dinner to us for a total of $4.50 
(for three). 


Fourth day — Estes Park to 
Denver, 107 miles, State 66, 7, 
U. S. 87, 287 

The 34 miles southeast, to Boul- 
der, will take vou out of the Rock- 
ies and you'll skirt the foothills of 
the mountains. On vour right will 
be the imposing range of moun- 
tains that form the spinal column 
of the continent; on your left the 
gently sloping lands are farmed, 
and stretch away to the hazy east. 

Boulder, home of the University 
of Colorado, is well populated with 
students. Several thousand attend 
summer school there each season. 
It is one of the cultural centers of 
this great state, and a pleasant and 
beautiful town in which to spend 
an extra day or a few hours. Boul- 
der has the distinction of having a 
glacier all its own which furnishes

From Pagosa Springs to Duran- 
go it is only 63 miles, and the last 
leg of your trip. 

Should you have joined this 
circuit of Colorado’s most inter- 
esting places on the eastern side of 
the figure-eight loop, you'll want 
to stop in Durango and make one 
of the most interesting side trips 
available on the whole tour. It’s to 
Mesa Verde National Park.

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Nave sewing time 


By Charlene Warren : 
A. much fun as sewing is, like many other hobbies it 
has “snag” jobs. To cut down on these “snags,”” many 
new timesaving gadgets have been developed. And along 
with them have come more and more ideas for shaving 
time-consuming tasks to the minimum. 

On this page, you'll find suggestions for speeding up 
several of the little “snag” jobs. You can use any one, or 
all, of these ideas. They'll work no matter what you're 
making—be it a slipcover, curtain, or pinafore. 

Use a hinged presser foot. It’s small, but a big time- 


1 good black circle will pull your eye immedi- 
ately to the right spot on your pattern guide. You 
wou t have to stumble visually over the whole sheet 
each time you refer to a certain layout plan. 

When you want to use another layout plan, on 
the same guide sheet, circle it in a different color.

Save pawing through pattern pieces. Take a 

few seconds for a folding job that helps in two ways. 
Make first fold on the pattern’s straight-of-goods 

line to aid in laying pieces on grain line. Then fold it. 


with letter or number of each pattern piece on top so 
you can identify it at first glance. 
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with these short cuts 


saver, making it possible to baste with pins. Stitch a seam 


by letting the hinged foot ride over pins as you sew. 

Try lock stitching, too. (Some call it backstitching.) 
It’s a trick that saves you the trouble of knotting threads 
at the end of every seam. To Jock stitch, simply sew back- 
ward a few stitches when you reach the end of the line of 
stitching at darts and seams. Or you can do it by raising 
the presser foot slightly and taking two or three stitches 
in the same place. Clip threads at end. 

Below are other time savers for you. 


Invest a whit of time 
before cutting a pattern 
from washable cottons if 
there’s any doubt about 
shrinkage. Five minutes 
now may save hours of re- 
fitting or ripping later. 
Test a 4-inch square of 
fabric. Draw around t. 
Wash it, iron it, then see 
if it still fits the drawing, 




















Quick-as-a-wink mark- 
ing of details is accurate 
and easy with an inexpen- 
sive tracing wheel. 

After a pattern piece is 
cut out (right sides of fab- 
ric together), insert two 
sheets of dressmakers’ car- 
bon, one between pattern 
and fabric: the other, un- 
der fabric. Carbon sides 
sandwich fabric between. 





With a tracing wheel 
(and ruler to help guide 
you in making straight 
lines), trace along darts 
and other markings you 
want to transfer to the 
wrong side of fabric. 
Padding your worktable 
with a few layers of paper 
will keep the wheel from 
marking table surface.

The diary of a 


Flan dirt gardener

Maggie and Janet went out to the rhubarb bed and pulled the big leaves by 
the basketful. Now Janet and Donald have rhubarb in their freezer, too. 


Aprit I Grass began tc grow today 

and I’m not foolin’. If we don’t 
get a cold snap and setback, PI 
have to get out the mower in a few 
more days 

As I came by the shrubs with the 
morning paper, I could see leaves 
beginning to appear. Lilac buds 
are swelling. The first narcissus 
opened up  yesterday—good old 
Sir Watkins for one. 

The cabbage and broccoli in the 
electric hotbed are coming through 
the ground, so took off the burlap. 
Rhubarb is almost ready to pull. 

The birds are setting up house- 
keeping around our neighborhood. 
There is another box of new roses 
over at the express office. 

And it is raining. Yes sir, this is 
the first day of spring! 


April 2 was a brash, chilly, raw 
day, but just ahead of supper I sal- 
lied forth. 

First chore was to sow clover 
seed in the middle panel of the veg- 
etable garden. This space is divid- 
ed into three panels. 

In one of them each spring, I sow 
clover seed. The next spring, this is 
turned under to improve the soil. 

Each year, in rotation, I seed 
the next panel. Thus each part of 
my soil is in clover one year out of 
every three 

Set out those new roses. First 
one I planted was none other than 
Ma Perkins. It is a cheerful, pink 
floribunda on a thrifty bush. I saw 
it growing last summer in! several 
ditferent test gardens and nurseries.

In 
mebbe 15 minutes I had gone over 
the big southeast bed that would 
have taken several hours by hand. 

I have the rows far enough apart, 
so I can use power until the bushes 
grow too big for it.

> Miter all outside corners for a neat look, tight fit. 
> Raise box so air can circulate beneath it, keep it dry. 
> Bore holes in bottom to insure good drainage. 
> Sink all nailheads and fill with putty. 
> Sand all corners and edges to round them. 
> Paint inside with asphalt emulsion or some other 
wood preservative. 
> Spread !5-inch layer of broken pottery over bottom 
before you put in soil. é ) 


The size of any of the plant boxes we show can be al- 
tered. They can be painted or stained. Browns and very 
dark greens are best colors 

We've included special tips on making the boxes easy 
to move about. When you see how portable your first 
plant box is, you'll be making more of them.

The next step is to get your now 
“hot car” or “hot job” off the 
streets and into a “hangar” or 
“drop’’—a garage or machine 
shop used by the mob. Here the 
identifying motor number is ground 
off and a phony one stamped on. 
Dents and other individual marks 
may be doctored up and sprayed. 
One roving band carried tools for 
this job in the back of a specially 
equipped car. Another actually 
used a big moving van with a gang- 
plank as a cruising hangar. 

Some crooks, aware of the fact 
that the N.A.T.B. and the F.B.I. 
can restore ground-out numbers 
chemically, use another dodge. 
They search junk yards for smashed- 
up cars of any make they’re inter- 
ested in, and buy title to the wreck 
including plates and registration. 
The motor is taken out of the junk 
heap and substituted for that of the 
“hot car.” That provides a legiti- 
mate-appearing car and set of pa- 
pers to deliver to an unsuspecting 
sucker. One team even ran its own 
wrecking and repair business. 


a or title certificates 
are harder to forge than bills of 
sale. For that reason, thieves will 
exert themselves to lay their hands 
on the genuine article. How far 
they'll go is illustrated by the 
methods used by a powerful ring 
in New York City. 

[his gang obtained registration 
forrms by stealing them from ga- 
rages and car salesrooms. In several 
instances, the looted places were 
burned to cover up the burglaries. 
Motor and chassis numbers were 
changed on stolen cars and the 
phony new ones filled in on the 
ownership form. The whole busi- 
ness looked so legal and right that 
the ring was able to sell more than 
a quarter of a million dollars’ worth 
of luxury cars at filling stations and 
small garages, as well as to private 
customers, 

A key part of the operation was 
the employment of boys to steal 
cars at $25 a job. The cars were 
driven to designated places and 
left there for pickup men. The lat- 
ter brought them to the gang’s 
hangars.

Bae hiring of juveniles by the 
gangs points up a festering condi- 
tion. For while organized pros ac- 
count for a good percentage of the 
car stealing and stripping going on, 
there has been a steep rise in depre- 
dations by occasional or part-time 
juvenile crooks. Since hot-car sell- 
ing is too big a job for them to 
swing alone without contacts, they 
confine themselves to stealing radio 
antennae, hub caps, tires, or any- 
thing else that can be disposed of 
without too much trouble. 

Many kids who steal accessories 
or parts get their start by picking 
up cars for joy rides. From that to 
stealing is not too big a step for a 
youngster impressed with how easy 
it is to get away with that sort of 
thing. Police Chief John W. Polcyn 
of Milwaukee believes that at least 
50 percent of young criminals be- 
gin careers outside of the law by 
making off with cars in which keys 
have been carelessly left dangling.

Phe police and other agencies, de- 
spite their best efforts, are losing 
ground to car thieves and looters. 
Car crooks are nui.erous and slip- 
pery. Most of the pros among them 
are habitual criminals who know 
that the interstate police teletype 
does not reach more than 31 of the 
48 states. They know how to use 
the lack of uniform laws and re- 
quirements for car registration to 
their advantage. The lure of easy 
money at a minimum of danger 
attracts them as catnip does a cat. 

*“Even when you catch up with 
them,”’ an insurance official told 
me, “‘your troubles aren’t over. 
We know of more than one case 
where crooks out on bail awaiting 
trial raised the cash for the bond al- 
most overnight by stealing a car. 
When they come out of prison after 
a short term, they’re twice as clever 
as before.” 

“What's the answer?” this offi- 
cial continued. *““The answer is that 
individual car owners like yourself 
must stop unwittingly cooperating 
with thieves through carelessness 
and negligence. A car is too valu- 
able and costly a possession today 
to be left around without at least a 
minimum of safeguards.”

Who's going to teach our children? 


reaus are begging for the names of 
individuals who can qualify for 
teaching jobs, Dr. Samuel Engle 
Burr, Jr., chairman of the depart- 
ment of education at American 
University, recently reported. ‘But 
one-quarter of the young people 
whom we prepare for this impor- 
tant work choose other kinds of 
employment because they can’t af- 
ford to teach.” 

Dr. Joseph Noonan, president 
of the East Stroudsburg, Pennsyl- 
vania, State Teachers College, put 
it this way: “‘A person may be hap- 
py only in teaching, and very 
philanthropically inclined, too, but 
he does have to have some money. 
If people hear that teaching is a 
starvation profession, they nat- 
urally stay away.” 


Average only $3,290. Starvation 
profession? Judge for yourself. We 
now pay 30,000 of our teachers 
less than $1,500 a year. We pay 
another 230,000 at least $1,500 
but less than $2,400. These two ex- 
tremely low-paid groups make up 
one-fourth of all ovr teachers. The 
average salary for teachers—includ- 
ing superintendents of metropolitan 
school systems and people who 
have worked a lifetime at their pro- 
fession—is now $3,290. This is al- 
most exactly the average for all gainfully 
employed persons, millions of whom 
are unskilled workers. 

Clearly, to stop good people 
from leaving the teaching profes- 
sion and to draw enough other 
good people into the profession, 
teaching has got to be made more 
attractive financially. As evidence 
that the remedy really works, 
there’s Arlington, Virginia. Three 
years ago, it had to go hunt for 
teachers to fill vacancies, but last 
year teachers flooded it with ap- 
plications. There were 1,000 of 
them, for 160 jobs, and they came 
from as far away as Massachusetts 
and Michigan. For most positions, 
Arlington could pick and choose. 
Why the difference? More money, 
says the superintendent. The sal- 
ary scale now starts at $2,900 in- 
stead of $2,400 and goes in 16 years 
to $4,700 instead of $4,000. 

Consider, too, Pine Plains, New 
York, and a town 15 miles away 
we'll call Smithville. Smithville is 
larger and wealthier, but Pine 
Plains has a_ better school—so 
much better that some people who 
pay taxes to Smithville dig up 
tuition money so their children 
may go to Pine Plains. Reason for 
the difference? Says a state school 
official who knows both communi- 
ties well: “Its about $150 per 
teacher per year. Smithville is 
more tightfisted.” 

There’s a similar picture in 
Evansville, Indiana, which gets ap- 
plications from 600 or 700 teachers 
a year. A board member, O. H. 
Roberts, Jr., reports that more 
Evansville youngsters are going 
into teaching as the result of im- 
proved conditions. “But, actually,

what we are doing,” he says, “‘is 
stealing teacher contracts from 
other communities with less-favor- 
able situations.” 


Will cost money. Will a higher 
salary scale mean higher taxes? 
Here and there a a community may 
have enough money in the bank to 
handle a salary increase painlessly, 
or it may be able to divert funds 
from some project—perhaps a new 
lighting system or a park. 

Ihe tax rise need not be high. 
Charlotte, North Carolina, got 
money for a salary increase by vot- 
ing a tax of 25 cents on each $100 
property evaluation. As the Char- 
lotte Observer pointed out, the added 
tax was ridiculously small. “A 
family with property valued for 
taxes at $5,000,” the paper noted, 
“will pay an additional $12.50 a 
year. This same family will spend 
more in the course of a year for 
candy bars for the children.’ 

Often the difficulty is not so 
much in getting voters to approve 
a higher tax as in getting them to 
think about the school problem in 
the first place. The Charlotte 
Classroom ‘Teachers Association 
met the problem by telling the 
people—through newspapers, leaf- 
lets, and the P.T.A.—what other 
cities paid their teachers and how 
Charlotte compared in income 
with those cities. The comparison 
made the home town look bad. 


How much is enough? Accord- 
ing to the N.E.A., a community 
ought to pay its teachers: 

1. Enough to attract young per- 
sons of the highest personal and 
professional qualifications. 

Enough to hold in teaching 
those who continue to improve 
themselves. 

3. Enough to permit those who 
remain in teaching to live with the 
material and cultural surroundings 
commensurate with their respon- 
sibilities to youth and the state. 

4. Enough to provide savings 
whereby those incapacitated by 
age or disability may retire in de- 
cency, making way for a new gen- 
eration of teachers. 

The N.E.A. goal is a minimum 
salary—not an average—of $3,200. 
Considering that a young woman 
who goes 10 months to business 
school can command that much, 
the figure doesn’t seem high, but 
each community must decide for 
itself how much is “enough.” 
There is no better way to start— 
and no surer way of arousing in- 
terest—than by looking at the sal- 
aries paid by neighboring towns. 

In Fairfield, Connecticut, re- 
cently, a group of citizens found 
that, in the matter of minimum 
salaries, their town ranked about 
average. Here’s their comment: 

“It means that we can make a better 
offer than about half the towns with 
which we can compete; and about half 
the towns can make a better offer than 
ours. If we keep this standing in the fu-

ture, we will not get the best teachers, 
except in a few cases where they may 
have a special reason for wanting to live 
in Fatrfield; and we will not get the 
worst teachers, except in a few cases 
where we make mistakes in hiring. We 
will get the average teachers, the medi- 
ocre teachers, the fair teachers. This is 
not good enough.” 

For many communities paying 
no-better-than-average salaries, the 
comment might be much stronger. 
Such towns wall fill out their teaching 
staffs only by hiring people who can't 
meet state standards 

These standards vary The 
N.E.A. savs new teachers’ certifi- 
cates should be granted only to 
persons who have gone to college 
four years and studied not only the 
subjects they are going to teach but 
also how to teach them. Though 
most states are moving toward this 
goal, 27 of them still require only 
one or two years of college for ele- 
mentary-school teachers. One-half 
of our elementary-school teachers 
don’t meet the N.E.A. standards. 


Many below standards. In any 
event, whatever the official re- 
quirements, school boards last year 

when the pressure was less than 
now——had to hire 70,000 persons 
who hadn’t met N.E.A. standards. 

Even if there were enough teach- 
ers to go around, higher salaries 
would be justified. A recent study 
finds that the more a community 
spends on its schools, per pupil, the 
better it serves its children. 

There must be a_ leveling-ofl 
point, of course—a point beyond 
which it does not pay to raise school 
costs in general and teachers’ sal- 
aries in particular. But investiga- 
tors haven't been able to find it 
even though they have studied 
schools that spend far more than 
average. 


Worry doesn’t help. It isn’t the 
sheer extra cash that’s responsible 
for the difference, but the things 
the extra cash makes possible. As 
the report stresses, the teacher who 
received a certain salary last year 
was not really the same teacher 
who received $500 more this year. 
“For what the additional $500 
buvs above his subsistence goes to 
make him a richer person. He 
takes the course in new tec hniques 
which he could not afford before; 
he takes the trip he has been plan- 
ning for many vears; he buys the 
books he has always wanted. Or 
what he does with the money may 
be merely to pay off his mortgage 
and get out of debt, and this, too, 
is reflected in his work. For the 
teacher who worries is not at his 
best in working with youngsters.” 

There’s an even more telling 
argument. Every dollar spent on 
education, testifies Fred K. Hoeh- 


ler, director of public welfare of 


Illinois, saves twice that much in 
increased funds for delinquency 
and mental health. The man who 
wants to know why the schools need 
money might well be asked: Would 
you rather pay a higher tax now 
for better schools, or twice as much 
later on for reform institutions and 
mental hospitals?

though, is simply that there are not 
enough teachers to go around. 
Communities and states are trying 
a number of expedients to lessen 
the gap. Kansas, for example, has 
made a community-to-community 
hunt for persons who had once 
been qualified to teach and who 
could go back to work now. Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, and New 
York have opened emergency pro- 
grams for college graduates who 
would like to teach but haven’t had 
the necessary specialized training. 
Weymouth, Massachusetts, has a 
“training in service’ plan, under 
which an outstanding teacher 
spends several months breaking in 
three untrained graduates. Teach- 
ers’ colleges are urging prospective 
high-school teachers to switch to 
elementary-school work, since, for 
most high-school subjects, the sup- 
ply of teachers exceeds the demand. 

All such moves are important, 
but in the end the problem comes 
down to us. As an Indiana man 
expresses it, ““We must want our 
schools to be good schools and we 
have got to learn that good schools 
come from well-qualified, well- 
paid teachers working under prop- 
er conditions, encouraged by a 
board of education and a com- 
munity that wants the best for their 
young people.” 

From here on, the problem can 
snowball—more and more chil- 
dren going to school, more and 
more teachers leaving the profes- 
sion because they can’t make a liv- 
ing within it, fewer and fewer 
young people becoming teachers. 


Encourage recruiting. The solu- 
tion can snowball, too. Among our 
teacher friends is a World War II 
veteran named Tom Davis. Tom, 
who teaches history and govern- 
ment, is another one of those dedi- 
cated people, like Mary Fiery. He 
is so in love with his work that for 
two summers he held a milkman’s 
job so he could afford to continue 
teaching. 

In addition to teaching, Tom 
runs his school’s guidance depart- 
ment. He administers aptitude 
tests, and if a student rates high in 
social service, Tom tells him: 
‘This test isn’t sure-fire, but it 
seems to show that you have a good 
deal of interest in other people. 
Why don’t you think about teach- 
ing? It may be a fine career for 
you.” 

Any teacher can give an aptitude 
test and speak up for his profession, 
but educational authorities agree 
with Tom that what most influ- 
ences a prospective teacher is the 
situation in his own community. In 
I'om’s, this is good. By the time a 
youngster becomes a high-school 
senior, he has had contact with 
several outstanding teachers; fur- 
thermore, if he asks, he will find 
that the salary scale is now big 
enough to attract people. 

Good teachers beget good teach- 
ers—if, when they act as recruiting 
agents for their profession, they 
really have something to sell.

Red Rich, Superfection, and Brilliant 
everbearers are leading performers here. Evermore does wellin 
Minnesota, Colorado, and New Mexico; Gemzata in Massa- 
chusetts; and Twentieth Century in Oklahoma and Illinois.

- many families (yours, too, maybe?) the Henry E. 
Norths had an open porch that was seldom used—and a 
house too small for their needs. 

Their open porch was furnished, after a fashion, for dining 
and lounging. But—-with no thanks to dust, wind, mosqui- 
toes, and the usual hazards of outdoor life—it was used only 
a few days each year. 

By enclosing the two open sides of the porch, Architect 
Harold B. Zook turned it into a den-and-guest-room combi- 
nation which is in constant use the year round. 

For more efficient use of space, bookshelves and built-in 
cabinets substitute for furniture. These store such things as 
a movie screen, card table, and games. A kitchen window on 
the old porch was opened to make a pass-through between 
kitchen and den. 

Since the new wall facing the garden is mostly of glass, 
the Norths can enjoy their garden from inside, or step out- 
side through the sliding glass door.

Nor can 
you repair toys, bathe children, 
answer questions, play ball, read 
stories, and bring home enough 
bacon for seven people, and still be 
a self-indulgent male. 


Raising a large family intelligently 
is the most rewarding and exacting 
outlet for a woman’s talents. 


Much debated both in humorous 
and serious veins, the status of a 
housewife and mother is considered 
everything from “‘tote dat barge, 
lift dat bale’’ slavery to a position 
deserving permanent occupancy 
of a golden pedestal. We feel that 
the realistic view is this: There is 
no career demanding more in in- 
telligence, versatility of manual 
skill, broad interests, human un- 
derstanding and kindliness, nor in 
moral, temperamental, and spir- 
itual strength than the career of 
mother and homemaker. Yet, it is 
the one career with permanent, 
worthwhile results guaranteed for 
for honest effort and ability. 

Raising a large family intelli- 
gently, therefore, gives both hus- 
band and wife the opportunity at 
one time or another to use all their 
talents and to experience all their 
human emotions for a life satisfy- 
ing because it is fully lived.

In our own case, we have decided 
on certain courses to follow in our 
present and future tussle with those 
oftentimes rare dollars and cents. 

We have evolved and use a 
realistic budget, making provision 
for all our obligations and neces- 
sary food, clothing, shelter, and 
medical demands. To live without 
planning, without subordinating 
luxury to necessity, and without 
knowing where the monthly check 
is going could be financially fatal 
when seven people are involved. 

When our children are old 
enough, we expect them to earn 
their own spending money and to 
contribute to family projects. The 
occasion will probably arise when 
all of us wil! have to “chip in” to 
take a summer camping trip or to 
screen in a porch or build a terrace. 


Children are the best old-age 
insurance. 

Not financially, necessarily, but 
emotionally and_ psychologically 
our children will provide a guar- 
antee to us of a busy, well-rounded 
later life. Two childless old people 
are much more apt to be lonely 
than are needed and loved grand- 
parents filling a necessary role in 
the lives of their children and 
grandchildren. 


Allied with this is another reason 
for our wanting a large family: We 
want children for our parents’ 
sake. We would not deprive them 
of the pleasure of watching the 
growth of a baby again, or from 
once more being an important per- 
son in the life of a child. 

“Over the river and through the 
woods to grandmother’s house” 
may be outdated transportation- 
wise, but not in spirit. Our parents 
find real pleasure in typical grand- 
parental activities: sewing and 
knitting, storytelling, baking spe- 
cial treats, being hosts for holiday 
gatherings. 


1 large family provides an 
appreciative audience-—for both 
parents and children, 

In a home equipped with good 
books and records, parents can 
contribute to the cultural advance- 
ment of their children, and the 
more children, the greater inter- 
change of ideas there will be. 

We hope our own children will 
want to join us in relating their 
daily experiences. We want to give 
them the same attentive ear which 
our parents gave us. Our saga of 
the school-laboratory dissection of 
a crayfish may not have been the 
most earthshaking story our fami- 
lies ever heard, but having a good 
audience in our parents and 
brothers and sisters helped develop 
our self-confidence. 

What better way is there to di- 
gest the minister’s Sunday morn- 
ing sermon than for the family to 
hold a post-mortem on it around 
the dinner table after church? 

Both of us were fortunate in be- 
longing to families which went in 
for after-dinner quiz games and 
spelling bees. It meant a great deal 
to us, as children, to be allowed to 
enter the contests and to have the 
same number of turns in the games 
as our elders. 

“Good talkers are a dime a doz- 
en, but good listeners are hard to 
find” is a saying which was heard 
frequently in one of our homes. 
Through conversation, over the 
dinner table or in the family car on 
a Sunday drive, we want to provide 
opportunities for our children to 
become adept at both the art of 
talking and the art of listening. 


Occasions such as Christmas, 
Thanksgiving, Mother's Day, 
Father's Day, are more meaning ful 
when children take part in these as 
members of a large family circle. 

We delight in the confusion 
which attends our own family re- 
unions on holidays, and we want 
to make sure that our children en- 
joy the same kind of fun. 

It was a struggle in one of our 
families to get all the youngsters 
ready for church, but the entire 
congregation sensed the pride of 
the mother and father seated in 
their pew on Christmas with their 
eight children around them.

In a large family, children provide 
comfort for their parents and each 
other when there is sorrow. 


One of our mothers, within a 
three-year period, lost her hus- 
band, a son in World War IIL, and 
her own mother. Her grief was im- 
measurably comforted by the so- 
lace her other children atlorded 
her. Attending a granddaughter’s 
piano recital, planning a family 
get-together, and visiting a son and 
daughter-in-law to help out with 
the new baby, left litthe time for 
preoccupation with her sorrow 

Comparing this situation with 
that of a childless woman we know 
who lost her husband, we realize 
even more what children mean in 
our family. We trust that we are 
mature enough to bear sorrow 
when it comes, but we want to 
count on family reassurance for 
ourselves and our children 


The business of “getting along” is 
more easily learned if children grow 
up with brothers and sisters and, 
under proper parental supervision, 
become acquainted with the “give 
and take” aspects of life. 


The child who learns at home 
that the newspaper comics must 
serve several readers and cannot 
be held by one person is getting a 
good lesson in living 

Respect for the rights and 
privileges of others has been de- 
veloped in our older child from the 
moment his baby brother was 
brought home from the hospital, 
and will increase, we hope, with 
each additional child. To teach the 
older child that the baby requires 
considerable attention need not 
make him fear that his own little 
world is crumbling about him. On 
the contrary, it is an Opportunity 
for him to learn that there is plenty 
of love in his parents’ hearts 

Lastly, we have faith in our 
country and in our way of life. We 
feel that the hope of our country 
and the world—lies in its youth. 
Provided, however, that vouth is 
taught to be clean, honest, indus- 
trious, kind, considerate, and 
therefore happy and mature. Intel- 
ligent parents, realizing the impor- 
tance of giving their children the

the usual time. Illness, too, might 
interfere. 

Five to 7 percent of children do 
not achieve satisfactory speech on 
schedule. Some of these may pro- 
gress in time to adequate speech 
ability, but others do not, 

Language stimulation by the 
parent in a setting of emotional 
health is a prime factor in speech 
development. 

Early signs of possible speech dif- 
ficulties are abnormal restlessness 
in infancy and abnormal patterns 
of breathing and hearing. 

You may expect your child’s 
speech to have reached a satisfac- 
tory level by 7 or 8 years of age. 
Should you institute any program 
of speech treatment before that 
time? If a child has difficulty being 
understood by his parents, sisters 
and brothers, and associates, a 
good deal could be gained by 
starting treatment early. 

One thing to decide about a 
child with a speech defect: Have 
you a normal, stable, healthy child, 
or one in which you can recognize 
other problems developing? 


Stuttering. It is not any single in- 
cident that causes stuttering, but a 
whole series of incidents that build 
up until the child is not able to 
cope with the world 

Some stuttering is normal at 
certain ages. Should it be ignored? 
Not necessarily. You must study 
the child and his associates. Is he 
happy? Not concerned about his 
stuttering? Healthy? If he has dif- 
ficulty in adjusting to his environ- 
ment, and is an anxious youngster, 
he probably will not outgrow his 
stuttering and should be given 
attention. In other words, ignore 
the stuttering selectively. 

The child may have a basic 
physical defect. Often, it is felt that 
the speech defect is completely due 
to this anatomical defect. But 
sometimes there is no functional re- 
lationship between the two. How- 
ever, his distorted view of his place 
in the world, on account of the 
physical defect, may have a great 
deal to do with his speech defect. 


Surgery for crossed eyes not 
enough, When a child has crossed 
eyes, squint, or another vision de- 
fect from his at- 
tractiveness, generally the empha- 
sis has been put on correction of 
the defect in his appearance by 
surgery of the extraocular muscles. 

But surgery is only part of the 
treatment. A much more impor- 
tant function of the eye than the 
extraoculal the foveal 
fixation. The fovea is the area of 
the retina of the eye upon which 
images are focused for acute vision. 
It gives direct contact with the 
brain and contributes io learning. 

If the two eyes do not complete- 
ly co-ordinate, the child is in for 
trouble for as long as he lives. He 
will have a certain amount of inter- 
ference with his learning.

Congenital dislocation of hip. 
This condition is usually not rec- 
ognized until the child 
walk and a limp is noticed.

If parents notice 
any of the following signs, they 
should have their infant examined 
by his doctor, who may suggest an 
X-ray. 

Lay baby flat on his back, with 
knees bent. Turn first one leg, then 
the other outward. When there is 
a dislocation, the leg will be lim- 
ited in the extent to which it can be 
rolled outward. Also, there will be 
a difference in the height of the 
knees when hips and knees are 
held flexed, as one thigh is shorter 
if there is a dislocation. 

The skin folds on the inside of 
the thighs and at the crease of the 
buttocks are other clues. On the 
side of a dislocation, the thigh folds 
are higher and deeper, and the 
buttock higher than on 
normal side.
